EPECTAL TPLTGRAM TO THE DISPATON,

I'HILADELPHTA, Oct. 28.—The Times to-
morrow will print the following dispatoh
trom Colonel A. I MeClure, the editor in
chief, now in New York:

“T mow regard it as safe to say that New
York is irrevocably settled in the Cleve-
land ecolumn. Every development of the
Jast len days in this State, as elsewhere,
has shown & positive and growing drift to
Cleveland, and now there is no reasonable
nossibility of a revulsion sgainst him. The
fact thut this steady tide toward Cleveland
liss been more general during the present
week, when the sincerest sympathies of
the whole American people have gone out
to President Harrison in his sore domestie
bereavement, is an unerring index of the
sober eentiment that is about to revolution-
ize the tariff policy of the Republic.

Expectations of the Democrats,

“It is now confidently expected by the
Diemoerats here that Cleveland’s majosity
in thiscity will be ipcreased to figures
which will more than overcome the majori-
tr against him in the State four years ago,
and Brooklyn will increase.his majority of
1588 fully §,000. The reports from the
rural districts now unmistakably indieste
that Harrison will be fortunate if he snall
mainiain his former majorities, and he is
likely to come to Hurlem bridge with from
10,600 to 15,000 less. Such is the estimate
o1 the most careful and best-informed lead-
ers &t Demoeratie headquarters, and they
Lave not reckoned without the most eys-
temstic and exhaustive inquiries into every
distriet of the State.

“The Repoblicans now practically con-
cede the loss of New York, and it isan
open secret that Senator Quay, aftera full
review of the situation from the inside
standpoint, announced to the party mana-
rers thet New York was hopelessly gone
irom them.
